to put off the belief of his ReſucreQion, 
being ſoidle , and unlikely , gives us 
the | ang perivalion of the truth of 
it. Say ye bis Diſciples came by night 
and ſtole him away whileſt we ſlepr. 

There muſt be good words , large 
money, v.12, and a fur promiſe of ſe. 
curing their necks, v. 14. &'re they can 
prevail wich the Souldiers ro blaze 
abroad ſuch an improbable Rory. 

It was unlikely the watch ſhould 
ſleep, there being ſo ſevere a puniſh- 
ment tothe delinquencs in this caſe.
